thousands or millions of years have 
passed away since California arose from 


the’ deep, but in geological eras the 
country is new. , The chief means of de- 
termining the age of rocks is by the fos- 
sils which they contain. The earth has 
had various kinds of animals at) various 
epochs, each epoch having a higher fau- 
na than the one which preceded.it The 
fishes lived before there’ were any rep- 
tiles ; the reptiles lived before there 
were any birds ;_ the birds lived’ before 
there were any mammals; andthe mam- 
millian-brutes had existed long before 
man appeared. Each of the later epochs 
had its peculiar forms of animal life ; 
and it is by an examination of the  re- 


‘mains of these animals, that the age of 


sedimentary rocks are determined. These 
remains may be so small that the naked 
eye cannot distinguish them ; and Prof. 
Brewer has numerous specimens which 
cannot be investigated without the mic- 
roscope. None of the large Saurians— 
those wonderful lizards as large as whales 
—have yet been found here ; but our 
bills and mountains contain the bones of 
the mastodon, the elephant, the rhinoce- 
rog, the Hippopotamus, the harse, the 
camel, the: whale and an animal resem- 
pling the tapir, These all lived 6nce in 
California. Oyster shells fifteen inches 
long are found near Corral Hollow, and 
ammonites abound in, Shasta county— 
some of them a fvot and a half in diame: 
ter. Our climate must have been tropi- 
cal in the era of this extinct fauna ; our 
valleys were great swamps ; our moun- 
tains were covered with a luxuriance of 
vegetation which. now belongs exclusive- 
ly to the equatorial regions. Man lived 
at the same time ; -man in the lowest 
stages of savageism, when the highest 
operation of his skill was to make an 
arrow-head or spear-head of flint or ob- 
sidian. 

The cretaceous formation, which con- 
tains all our valuable coal and quicksil- 
ver, extends the entire length of the 
American coast, from San Diego to Bel- 
lingham Bay, About two hundred and 
fifty fossils, of which ninety-five per cent 
are of new species, have:been found in 
this formation. The fossils found in the 
Jurassic gold bearing rocks of the Sierra 


have not yet been worked up. 


From Mount Shasta to Mount San Ja- 
cinto all the high peaks of the Sierra are 
in a straight line. North of thirty-eight 
degrees the peaks are volcanic, From 


‘the summit of Lassen's Peak, thirty cra- 


ters of extinct volcanoes are visible.— 
The evidence of their activity is found 
in a body of lava that covers tén thou- 
sand square miles, which with @ shape 
something like that of a pear, extends 
from the vicinity of Oroville to Mount 
Shasta, which it surrounds. Appear- 
ances indicate that the-top of Mount 
Shasta for twelve thousand feet from the 
summit downward is lava. The plateau 
of the Sierra Nevada or high table land 
in Plumas, and the eastern part of Shas- 
ta county, is. covered with lava which 
buries the gold so deep that the miner 
can reach it only in a few places’ where 
the streams cut through it to the slate,
